ARTICLE I. 

The commission shall pass upon the 
following categories of claims, which 
are more particularly defined in the 
treaty of Aug. 25, 1921, and in the 
Treaty of Versailles: = 

1. Claims of American citizens, aris- 
ing since July 31, 1914, in respect of 
damage to, or seizure of, their prop- 
erty, rights and interests, including 
a@ny company or association in. which 
they are interested, within German 
territory as it existed on Aug. 1, 1914; 

2. Other claims for loss or damage 
to which the United States or its na- 
tionals have been subjected with re- 
g2pect to injuries to persons, or to prop- 
erty, rights “and interests, including 
@ny company or association in whicn 
American nationals are interested, 
gince July 31, 1914, as a consequence of 
the war; ' : 

3, Debts owing to American citizens 
py the German Government or by Ger- 
man nationals. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Government of the United States 
and the Government of Germany shall 
each appoint one Commissioner, The 
two Governments shall, by agreement, 
welect an umpire to decide upon any 
eases concerning which the Commis- 
gsioners may disagree, or upon any 
points of difference that may arise in 
the course of their proceedings. Should 
the umpire or any of the commission- 
ers die or retire, or be unable for any 
reason to Secnarge his functions, the 
game procedure shall be followed for 
filling the vacancy as was followed in 
appa 


ting him. 
ARTICLE III. 

The Commissioners shall meet at 
Washington within two months after 
the coming into force of the present 
agreement. They may fix the time 
and the place of their subsequent 
meetings according to convenience. 

ARTICLE IV. 


The Commissioners shall keep an 
accurate record of the questions and 
eases submitted and correct minutes of 
their proceedings. To this end each 
of the Governments may appoint a 
Secretary, and these secretaries shall 
act together as joint secretaries of the 
commission and shall be subject to its 
decision. 

The commission may also appoint 
and employ any other necessary offi- 
eer or officers to assist in the per- 
formance of its duties. The compensa- 
tion to be paid to any such officer or 
officers shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the two Governments. 

ARTICLE V. 

Each Government shall pay Ns own 
expenses, including compe sation of its 
own Commissioner, agent or counsel. 
All other expenses which by their na- 
ture are @ charge on_ both Govern- 
ments, including the honorarium of 
the umpire, shall be borne by the two 
Governments in equal moieties. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The two «Governments may desig- 
nate agents and counsel who may pre- 
gent oral or written arguments to the 
commission. 

The commission shall receive and 
consider all written statements or 
documents which may be presented to 
it by or on behalf of the respective 
Governments in support of or in an- 
swer to any claim. 

The decisions of the.commission and 
those of the umpire (in case there map 
be any) shall be accepted as final and 
binding upon the two Governments. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The present agreement shall come 
ac force on the date of its signa- 
ure. ,

Cork both were completely successful. 
At Youghal the troops arrived in the 
early hours of the morning just as 
an all-night dance at the Youghal Golf 
Club had concluded. Taken completely 
by surprise the irregulars quickly re- 
treated and the town was taken within 
jseven minutes. Among the buildings 
{which the irregulars had seized were 
the military and police barracks, but 
the men left without doing any damage.

TYPHOON DEATH LIST 
NOW 50,000 AT SWATOW 


American Consal Reports 100,000 
Homeless and Destitute at 
Chinese Seaport. 


PEKING, Aug. 10 (Associated Press). 
—Deaths in the typhoon of Aug. 2, at 
Swatow, a seaport 250 miles northeast of 
Hongkong, now are estimated at 50,000, 
the American Consul at Swatow has re- 
ported to the American Legation. The 
Consul added that 100,000 were home- 
less and relief was needed urgently. 

Previous to the estimate of the Amer- 
ican Consul that 50,000 perished at Swa- 


tow the highest total of casualties re- 
ported had been 28,000. 

The population of the town was tab- 

ulated as not more than 60,000. The 
typhoon and tidal wave, however, swept 
the entire region surrounding the little 
sort. 
: The first estimates of loss of life were 
about 5,000, but since then detailed re- 
ports have added daily to the extent of 
the disaster. It now appears that it will 
rank as one of the most appalling catas- 
trophies in history.

Japan Delays for Three-Power Assent. 


TOKIO, Aug. 10 (Associated Press).— 
As soon as ratifications of the five 
power naval treaty drawn at the Wash- 
ington arms conference are exchanged 


by the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, the Japanese Admiralty will put 
into effect plans already made for scrap- 
ping war tonnage under the naval limi- 
tation program. 

An Admiralty official explained that 
until these three powers toox final action 
Japan did not feel justified in scrapping 
a single new ship.

CAIRO; Aug. 10.—The trial before a 
military court of the signers of a recent 
manifesto was concluded this morning, 
the findings of the military court not 
being announced but forwarded to 
Field Marshal Allenby for confirma- 
tion, which implies that the seven 
prisoners were found guilty on one or 
both counts. 

The prosecution endeavored to sug-

DEFENDS LABOR OFFICE. 


Thomas Informs Hague Court It Has 
Not Exceeded Provisions of Treaty.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 10.—The over- 
crowding of the large court room of 
the Peace Palace showed the great in- 
terest in today’s open session of the 
World Court at which Albert Thomas, 
Director of the International Labor Of- 
fice, who came especially from Geneva, 
spoke for the labor organization before 
the Permanent Court of Justice on the 
third advisory question presented to the 
court by the League Council, which per- 
tained to questions of agriculture and 
labor. 

Speaking to THE NEw YorK TIMES 
correspondent Mr. Thomas said: 

‘* As I said today before the court, the 
International Labor Office desires to re- 
main within the limits accorded to its 
competence, but it is above all im- 
portant—and that is why I asked to be 
heard by the court—that prerogative 
recognized to labor by the peace treaty 
should suffer no attack which could 
harm the high mission of social justice 
entrusted to the labor organization.”’ 

Speaking before the court, Mr. 
Thomas said the labor organization does 
not claim competence in the question of 
the organizing or developing of agricul- 
tural production and that it wished to 
be heard to make it clear that although 
La Pradelle, speaking for the French 
Government, had recently stated to the 
Court that the International Labor Of- 
fice desired to expand its competence 
in the agricultural sphere beyond that 
accorded to it by treaty, this was not 
the case, as the permanent court could 
prove, 

Mr. Thomas pointed out that on the 
contrary all the activity of the labor or- 


|ganization proved that with scrupulous 
j}eare it had always remained within the 


limits of its competence fixed by the 
peace treaty.

Democratic Protest Expected. 
WASHINGTON, Ate. 10 (Associated 
Press)—Agreement between the United 
States and Germany under which a 
commission will be named to pass upon

Senator Underwood. could not be 
reached tonight, but close associates 
with whom he has discussed the ques- 
tion said he held that the President did 
not have power to establish a Claims 
Commission.independent of Congress. 

Republican leaders said the agreement 
would mean the dropping of the plan 
for a treaty with Germany setting up 
a joint Claims Commission. President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes are 
known to have discussed recently with 
Republican leaders the plan adopted for 
an Executive agreement with Germany, 
instead of a treaty, thus avoiding the 
necessity of obtaining Senate ratifica- 
tion with its prospects of a long fight, 
in view of Senator Underwood's position 
for an American commission. 

Among those with whom the matter 
was discussed recently was Senator 
Borah of Idaho, Republican member of 
the Foygign Relations Committee and 
leading irreconcilable toward the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, who tonight expressed 
satisfaction with the procedure adopted. 

‘*T have no doubt as to the propriety 
of the Executive proceeding in this 
way,’ said Senator Borah. ‘I am par- 
ticularly gratified over the arrange- 
ments for two Americans to sit on the 
commission.”’ 

Senator Borah said there were many 
precedents in diplomatic procedure for 
the plan pursued, notably, he said, the 
Alsop claim against Chile, which was 
settled by former Secretary of State 
Knox without reference to Congress.

PRICE OF BREAD 
SOARS IN MOSCOW 


Cost Jumps From 10,000,000 
to 30,000,000 Rubles a Pood, 
but Is Forced Down Again. 


RUMORS OF NEW BLOCKADE 


Black Bread of the Masses Not 
Affected, and the New Bour- 
geoisie Dares. Not Protest.

MOSCOW, Aug. 9.—An extraordinary 
thing has occurred in Moscow in the 
past few days followed by no less ex- 
traordinary rumors. The price of white 
bread jumped suddenly from 10,000,000 
to 30,000,000 rubles—$2.50 to $7.50—per 
pood or thirty-six pounds and the rea- 
son everywhere given was ‘‘ the Entente 
has put on a new blockade of Russia 
and British warships are stopping Amer- 

ican food shipments.”’ 

In any other European capital today 
such an unprecedented advance in the 
main staple food would probably have 


caused riots and certainly produced col- |

What happened is simple enough and 
interesting as an illustration of the at- 
titude of the Government in regard to 
‘‘luxuries,’"’—for such white bread is 
here considered. During the last three 
months the Government has been pay- 
ing a monthly food ration of a pood 
and a half to its employes. They re- 
ceive in addition fairly adequate 
aries—in white flour from the American 
stock bought early in the Spring by 
Krassin in London. Similarly, the co- 
operatives who#took a share in the 
same purchase have been allotting their 
members monthly an allowance of three 
poods per head at a bargain price of | 
4,000,000 rubles per pood. People found 
they could keep half the food or so for 
a Sunday treat and by selling the rest 
at the market price of 10,000,000 rubles 
upward per pood not only buy all the 
black bread they needed but put 20,000,- 
000 or more rubles in their pockets. 

A week ago, however, the Government 
announced the supply of American flour 
was used up and the allowance for next} 
month would be given in black bread 


and until the new white flour from the 


harvest was available. The co-opera- 
tives said much the same, whereupon the |

5o 
they coolly raised the retail price over- 
night from 250,000 rubles a pound—there 
are forty Russian or thirty-six American 
pounds in a pood—to 500,000. 

‘As stated, white bread is a luxury only 
bought by the new bourgoisie and_ the 
workers as a treat—and the 
didn’t need to buy, as they had reserved 
enough from their pay.

WIFE’S SUIT TO TEST 
LAW ON SEPARATION 


C. H. Copen, a Broker, Wished to 
Return to Her, and Fell Be- 
hind on Payments. 





The question of whether a voluntary 
separate maintenance agreement  be- 
tween husband and wife can be en- 
forced by court order against a party 
to the\agreement who seeks to resume 
former relations will be brought up and 
tested in the District Court, Orange, N. 
J., through a suit filed yesterday. 

George Furst, attorney, of Newark, as 
trustee for Mrs. Sarah Adeline Sanford 
Capen of East Orange, filed papers yes- 
terday in a suit to recover $500 back pay- 
ments due Mrs. Capen, he says, from her 
husband, Charles Howard Capen. The 
payments, representing two monthly in- 
stalments in a voluntary separation 
agreement, were allowed to lapse, Mr. 
Furst claimed today, after Mr. Capen 
had written his wife and asked to be 
permitted to return to her. 

Both of the Capens are prominent so- 
icially, Mrs. Capen lives at 30 Whittle- 
sey Avenue, East Orange. Mr. Capen, a 
member of the New York stock broker- 
age firm of A. M. Capen & Sons, 60 
Pearl Street, lives at 383 Summer Ave- 
nue, Newark. 

The couple separated in 1919, after 
they had been married twenty-eight 
years, Mr. Capen agreeing, according 
to Mr. Furst, to pay his wife $250 
monthly for separate maintenance, the 
agreement to run until May 15, 1924, 
when it was to be subject to revision. 

The suit brought for Mrs. Capen by 
her attorney as trustee, the _ latter 
pointed out today, is for the collection 
of back moneys due under the agree- 
ment and is not in itself a suit for 
separation. 

The couple have three children, Albert 
McKenzie Capen, a student at Cornell 
University; Charles Herbert Capen of 
the New Jersey State Engineering De- 
partment, and a married daughter in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

According to Mr. Furst, Mr. Capen 
a year ago wrote his wife that his 
finances were in ‘‘a precarious condi- 
tion’’ and that he would be unable to 
make his payments regularly. Last 
month, according to Mr. Furst, Mr. 
Capen asked his wife if he might not 
return to her. She refused and has 
brought suit for two months’ back 
maintenance. 

The case has been set down for trial 
on Aug. 18 before Judge Daniel A. 
Dugan in the District Court, Orange.

TCHITCHERINFAVORS 
BARRING SOCIALISTS 


Soviet Will Continue Its Policy 
of Repression Until Oppo- 
nents Yield, He Says. 


MUST REGULATE IMPORTS 


Limited Number of Exports Makes 
Rationing Necessary, the Soviet 
Foreign Minister Explains.

BERLIN, Aug. 9.—That there is no 
prospect of any attempt on the part of 
the Soviet Government to find a possible 
working basis with the Socialist oppo- 
nents in Russia was the definite asser- 
tion made today by George Tchitcherin, 
Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
in the course of a lengthy special inter- 
view. 

I asked Mr. Tchitcherin whether there 
was any chance that the new Soviet 
economic policy and endeavor to estab- 


lish relations with foreign Governments | 


would be accompanied by a change in 


the political policy at home in the sense | 


of a relaxation of censorship, the per- 
mission of free elections to the Soviets, 
cessation of the prosecution of the So- 


cialist Revolutionists and Menshevikt, | 


the release of the Socialist political pris- 
oners and a general move in the direc- 
tion of democracy. 4 

Mr. Tchitcherin replied that the ques- 
tion rested entirely with their political 
opponents, 

“So long as the Social Revolutionists 
and to a little less degree the Menshe- 
viki continue their fight against us,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ we shall be compelled to adhere 
to our present methods.”’ 

When asked how long, in his opinion, 
the Soviet Government would have to 
continue its present policy of repression, 
Tchitcherin replied ‘‘ As long as there is 
opposition.”’ 

When informed of the statement made 
by a noted Social Revolutionist to the 
effect that his party would consent to 
work with the Soviet Government, in the 
Soviets, provided there were free elec- 
tions to the Soviets, Tchitcherin de- 
clared: : 

‘““That is impossible, because the So- 
cialist Revolutionists and the Mensheviki 
would work through the Soviets for the 
destruction of the Soviets and the estab- 
lishment of parliamentarism.”’ 

There can be, he asserted, no working 
with the opposition Socialists, because 
they are for co-operation -with the Bour- 


geois parties, while the Soviet Govern- 
ment held firm to the maintenance of po- 
litical power solely in the hands of the 
proletariat notwithstanding Soviet con- 
cessions to foreign capital. 

Regarding the food outlook for the com- 
ing year, Mr. Tchitcherin was inclined 
to believe that Russia would need sup- 
plies from abroad. When asked “bout 
the recent ruling from Moscow that food 
could continue to be imported only 
through the Government, he stated that 
he had no special knowledge of the rul- 
ing in question, but declared that it was 
necessary for the Government to admin- 
ister food imports either. itself or 
through the Co-operatives under Soviet 
supervision in order to maintain a fuil 
account of imports. Russian commodi- 
ties to pay for importations being lim- 
ited, it was essential to ration imports, 


according to the necessity, so as to pre- | 


vent the entrance, for example, of an 
excess of machinery or railway mate- 
rial when there was more pressing need 
for medicines.

markets of the United States, and any 
other advantages or disadvantages in 
competition. 

Walsh of Montana Leaas Attack. 


The principal attack on the amend- 
ment today was made by “Senator 
Walsh of Montana, who, challenging the 
constitutionality of the proposition, de- 
clared that in practically every instance 
in which the Supreme Court of the 
United States has sustained a delega- 
tion of power ‘‘reference has been 
made to the impracticability, or prac- 
tically the impossibility, of dealing with 
the question in any other way.’’ 

“That,’’ added Senator ‘Walsh, ‘is 
the foundation of the rule as laid down 
by the courts generally. Whatever doubt 
may be entertained as to the constitu- 
tionality of the amendments under con- 
sideration, no doubt ought to exist in 
the mind of any one, in my judgment, 
as to their unwisdom. The stoutest de- 
fenders of these amendments wiil prob- 
ably disclaim any attachment whatever 
to the principle as a feature of a per- 
manent tariff policy, Instead, they has- 
ten to convey the assurance that, were 
it not for the chaotic business conditions 
which prevail throughout the world and 
instability ef foreign exchange they 
could not be induced to embrace it or 
even tolerate it. 
| ‘** Some apology is certainly in order 
for this astounding delegation of the 

' functions of Congress to the Executive. 
No emergency, however grave, can jus- 
tify the surrender into the hands of the 
President of the taxing power entrusted 
by the people to their representatives in 
Congress, no matter how profound may 
be his statesmanship nor how excellent 
may be the character of the man who 
for a brief period may be elevated to 
that office. If this encroachment upon 
the liberties of the people is either sanc- 








aguas 
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tioned or condoned there is no man wise 
enough nor prescient enough to foresee 
the ultimate consequences, 

‘It is said that an exigency exists de- 
manding the aueree from the settled 
policy of our overnment. Our skies 
are never wholly clear, emergencies con- 
tinually confront us, and, when they are 
threatening, an ambitious President or 
an indolent or subservient Congress will 
have no difficulty whatever in conjuring 
up an emergency. ? 

“The fathers of this Republic were 
deeply apprehensive concerning the like- 
lihood that the President, in view of the 

reat powers with which they invested 
eg might exercise an undue influence 
over the action of Congress, and they 
took pains to insert in the great charter 
which they gave us some provisions 
which were intended to safeguard 
against or to mitigate that evil. They 
would have been horrified at the idea 
of reposing in the President the power 
to Impose customs duties, to raise or 
lower those duties, carrying with it the 
opportunity to ruin or enrich the citi- 
zen, or to shower wealth upon him the 
like of which Croesus never knew or 
Monte Cristo ever dreamed of. 


Sees Terror for Business Men. 


“There would be more terror to the 
business man in the Presidential power, 
if this provision ever became a law, than 
was ever occasioned by a general panic. 
An unscrupulous political leader, pre- 
sumed to have some influence at the 
White House, particularly if the incum-~- 
bent were a candidate for re-election, 
would find in a law of this character a 
convenient instrument for fat-frying 
purposes, and resources of such rich pos- 
sibilities no campaign manager ever 
commanded in this or any other country. 

‘* At its worst, a law of this character 
would be a menace to the perpetuity of 
our institutions, and at its best it would 
be a constant, ever-present obstacle to 
the stability of industrial conditions, an 
element of uncertainty in any calcula- 
tions the business man mljgshi make con- 
cerning his future operations in any dl- 
rection affected by tariff rates. 

‘His calculations as to his future 
operations may be upset any day by a 
Presidential order. Not only that, but 
the filing of a complaint asking an in- 
crease or a reduction of rates will be a 
terror to him. It may be filed by some 
one moved by private malice or by some 
meddlesome person, or it may be by 
some citizen with a perfectly honest 
and commendable purpose to relieve 
himself of burdens to wilch he should 
not be subject.’’ 

Senator Walsh said he had been aur- 
prised when informed that a Judge of 
the Customs Court of Appeals had ven- 
tured to advise in advance the Congress 
as to the constitutionality of the amend- 
ment. This jurist, he added, was Judge 
Marion de Vries, who was appointed 
Presiding Judge of the court by Presi- 
dent Harding in July of last year.

Senator McNary Dissatisfied 
With ‘Side Issues’ as Brought 
“Out So Far. 


HEARS OF ‘CHOKING’ WELLS 


J. .D. Clark Admits Prices Are 
Sometimes Ralsed Because the 
‘Market Would Stand It.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A decision 
to call head officials of many of the 
greater oil companies who can “ talk 
about the inside of the oil industry ’’ 
was reached today by Acting Chairman 
McNary of the Senate Manufactures 
Committee as the next step in the 
Senate investigation of the gasoline 
price situation. : 

Senator McNary said that he was de- 
termined *to have ‘‘ relevant facts in- 
stead of side issues’’ in the committee 


| record. 


“The investigation would show,” he 
said, ‘‘ whether there is actual com- 
petition, for instance, among the units 
of the Standard Oil group.” 

He believed also that the question of 
whether there is ‘‘an understanding or 
what amounts to an understanding ”’ be- 
tween selling companies as to the 
“antics gasoline prices shall perform ”’ 
could be elucidated. 

The committee has heard in the last 
four days R. L. Welch, secretary of the 
American Petroleum Institute, and John 
D. Clark, Vice President of the Mid- 
west Refining Company. Both gave 
testimony which the Chairman said he 
regarded as ‘highly interesting and 
frankly offered,"’ but said it did-not 
‘“‘get anywhere in the committee’s 
plan.’’ .Consequently, the committee ad- 
journed today to meet again probably 
early next week, when it is proposed to 
call witnesses from the ranks of high 
oil company officiats. 


Rumors That Wells Are ‘ Choked.”’ 


In addition to the subjects mentioned, 
Senator McNary said that the commit- 
tee would inquire into the make-up of 
the big companies, the names and na- 
tures of their subsidiaries, their capital, 
net returns and overhead expenses, the 
personnel and salaries of the Director- 
ates and details as to trade practices. 
He said that it was common report 


that some producers. holding  near- 
monopolies on small fields had resorted 
to ‘‘ choking wells in order that the 
rroduction could be held down and the 
market buoyed.”’ 

In this connection, Senator McNary 
called attention to statements today by 
Mr. Clark to the effect that the produc- 
tion of the Rocky Mountain field, 
where his company’ operates, was not 
at full capacity. Mr. Clark said that 
this was because the refiners could not 
dispose of the crude oil as rapidly as 
it was offered, but Senator McNary 
thought that in some cases the practice 
might be a move to compel higher prices 
on finished or refined products. 

Mr. Clark told the committee that 
many of the refiners in the territory 
where his company is located were pre- 


| paring to construct larger storage facil-j| 
| ities to take care of surplus production. 


He also said that so far as he knew 
there had been no efforts to make the 
recent reduction of gasoline prices ‘‘ as 
a showing ‘‘in advance of the present 
investigation. The drop in price he at- 
tributed to the reduction in crude oil 
quotations. ; 


Rises When “ Market Would Stand It.” 


. Mr. Clark conceded under examination 
that the selling price of gasoline had 


been increased more between April of 
this year and the date of the reduction 
than the 2 cents recently cut off. He 
said frankly that some of the increases 
in gasoline prices after April were made 
“* because the market would stand it."’ 
The Midwest Refining Company makes 


ino attempt to fix the price of crude oil 


in the field from which its supply is 
drawn. Mr. Clark sald his company 
usually compromised on the price with 
the Ohio Oil Company in the Wyoming 
district and used that as a basis for a 
The Ohio company, Mr. 
Clark said, wasta part of the Standard 
group, as well as the Midwest Refining 
Company, the stock of which he testi- 
fied yesterday was 99 per cent. owned 
by the Standard of Indiana. 

Profits of the Midwest Company re- 
fining department last year totaled $6,- 
808,000, or about 40 cents a barrel on 
the volume: of crude oil handled, Mr. 
Clark testified. The profits for the first 
six months of this year have been about 
57 cents a barrel on the crude oil re- 
fined, he said, and business was very 
much better than last year. ‘The re- 
fining plants’ profits last year Mr. Clark 
figured at 14.8 per cent., while for the 
first half of this year they were run- 
ning about 22 per cent. 

Mr. Clark, in answer to questions, ex-

Therefore, so far as the 
question of the qelling price is consid- 
ered as effectuating the difference in 
conditions of competition, the President 
is limited to an allowance of only rea- 
sonable profits in determining what the 
rate should be.’’ 

Senator McCumber sald that under the 
amendment the Tariff Commission {s 
empowered only ‘‘to ascertain the 
facts,’’ and is not authorized to report 
any ‘‘ conclusions ’’ to the President. 


Underwood Opposes Proposition. 


“‘T am very much opposed to this 
proposition,’’ said Senator Underweod, 
“for in my own opinion this power is 
one that should continue to be vested 
in Congress. However, if you are going 
to take this power from the representa- 
tives of the people and give it to the 
Executive, I have no objection to put- 
ting the responsibility on the President, 
but it does seem to me reasonable that 
the men who ascertain the facts should 
also report -their conclusions—not that

DYE PRODUCTION DROPS. 


American Output Declined in 1921, 
but Imports Increased. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Announce- 
ment was made by the United States 
Tariff Commission today that the pro- 
duction of dyes in this country declined 
last year far below that of the previous 
year, ascribing as the reasons the loss | 
of much of the country’s export trade, 
the general business depression, and the 
carrying over of large stocks from the 
previous year. 

‘“The progress’ made during the year | 
includes the production in the United | 
States for the first time of a number of | 
dyes of greater complexity and more 
specialized application,’’ says the com- 
mission. ‘‘ Many of these dyes, which 
are of secondary importance from the 
point of view of quantity consumed, are 
essential in the dyeing and printing of | 
numerous fabrics, ‘hese additions to 
our Hist of dyes represent an added step 
toward a well-rounded coal tar cacmical } 


industry in this country. The develop- 
ment of many of these new products is 
a highly technical achievement.’’ 

There were 201 firms engaged in the 


1921. The output of dyes by seventy- | 
four firms exceeded 39,000,000 pounds, 
a decrease of 56 per cent. from that of 
1920, The sales -in-1921 exceeded 4T,- | 
000,000 pounds, valued at more than! 
$39,000,000, and exceeded production by 
22 per cent., indicating that a part of 
the domestic consumption for that year | 
was supplied from the large stocks car- | 
ried over from the previous year’s ab- 
normally high production. The sales of | 
dyes for 1921 exceeded the imports of | 
1914, when the United States imported | 
nearly 46,000,000 pounds and produced 
over 6,000,000 pounds-of dyes from Ger- 
man imported intermediates. 

“The average price of all dyes in 
1921. was 83 cents per pound, compared 
with a value of $1.08 per pound in 1920 
and a value of $1.26 for 1917,’ said the 
commission, ‘‘The total quantity of | 
dyes imported in 1921 was 3,914,036 
pounds, valued at $5,155,779, or $1.82 per 
pound, compared with 3,402,582 pounds, 
valued at $5,763.437 in the previous year. 
The imports of 1921 represent 10 per | 
cent. of the production and about 8 per 
cent. of the total dye sales during the | 
year. Germany supplied about 48 per | 
cent. of the total dyes imported during 
1y21; Switzerland, 41 per cent.; Eng- 
lund, 7 per cent., and all other coun- | 
tries, 4 per cent, 

‘* Exports of domestic dyes for 1921} 
show a decrease of nearly 79 per cent., 
compared with those for the previous | 
year. The value of our exports for 
1921 was $6,270,139, compared with 
$29,823,591 in 1920. The totah exports of | 
dyes for 1921 were less than for the | 
year 1917, when the first considerable | 
expansion of the domestic dye industry 
from pre-war conditions occurred. 

“The total production of synthetic} 
organic chemicals other than those de- 
rived from coal tar, which are used as 
medicinals, perfumes, flavoring  in- 
gredients, solvents and in numerous in- 
dustrial processes, was 21,545,186 
pounds; the sales amounted to 16,761,-(| 
096 pounds, valued at $13,746,235. The; 
development of this industry in the 
United States has been similar to that 
surrounding the dye industriy, as our 
supply of synthetic organic chemicals} 
was controlled primarily by Germany | 
prior to the war.”’ j 





FIRE IN CHEMICALS 
BLOWS UP A BARGE 


Spreads Through -Nitrate of 
Soda Cargo and Ten on Board 
Flee Just in Time. 


NEAR-BY SHIPS IN PERIL 


Loose as Flames 
Threaten Gasoline Drums— 
“Piers Also Endangered. 


Freighter Cuts 


Fire among 3,000 bags of nitrate of 
soda on a lighter in Erie Basin yester- | 
day afternoon endangered several ships 
and hundreds of thousands of dojlars’ 
worth of merchandise stored on near- 
by piers before a final explosion sank | 
the lighter. 

When the fire was discovered at 4:15} 
o'clock, the lighter’ Pocahontas was hbe- 
ing loaded with nitrate of soda from 
the United States Shipping .Board 
freighter West Jaffrey, which was 
docked at Beard’s Elevator Slip, at the 


{foot of Van Brunt Street, Erie Basin, 


Captain Ernest Anderson of the 
lighter was operating the derrick on 
the Pocahontas when he notiied a 
small flame under ene of the 20U-pound 
sacks of chemical, He attempted to,ex- | 
tinguish it with his foot, but the firé 
spread down the length of the sack. Ig- 


}norant of the danger which might ensue 


the captain ordered his eight stevedores | 
to rush water to the flames. With the | 
first bucketful of water the fire spread, 
and with each succeeding gallon it 
gained new headway. Captain Ander- | 


son’s wife, who lives with him on the | 


\lighter, ran to help him and the steve- | 


dores as she saw the flames eating into | 
the great stacks of the chemical. | 

As the flames darted higher and smoke 
began to cloud the ship, Captain Rob- 
ert Finley of the West Jaffrey ordered 
the hatches closed and the lighter cut 
loose, lest sparks fall into the hold of 
the freighter and set fire to the remain- 
ing nitrate of soda and the thousand 
drums of gasoline stored there. 

The lighter crew then began throwing 
the bags of chemicals into the water. As 
the flames spread, small explosions 
burst many of the sacks and the sea | 


| bubbled with the chemicals. 


Two men in rowboats, John Marron,

Glass Showers the Street. 


‘Glass showered all over the street,” 
said Mrs. McDonald later, and a huge | 
cloud of black smoke bellowed out of | 
the windows of the warehouse, and a!

He 
was about to descend when he caught 
sight of a man hanging by his hands 
from a beam in one of the upper stories 
of the Mosler Safe Company garage 
at 62° Vestry Street, the next in that 
street which adjoined the warehouse on 
the west, 


Rescued While Dangling from Beam. 


Naton, with several men who had gone 


up to aid the man, went over roofs to 
the garage top. The force ot the explo- 
sion and masses of bricks which it had 
picked up to hurl with tremendous im- 
pact had wrought much damage in the 
two upper stories of the garage. Naton 
managed to get to Reynolds, who 
dropped into his arms. He was treated 
by surgeons from Beekman Street and 
St. Vincent’s Hospitals, who arrived 
and attended to the hurts of the others.

SAYS SHE IS IN DIRE NEED 


Answers Defendant’s Counter-Claim 
of $100,000 for Her Support 
for Twenty Years. 


In papers filed yesterday with Su- 
preme Court Justice Richard P. Lydon, 
supporting her claim that William 
Faversham is $11,000 in her debt, Mrs. 
Mary Opp, the actor’s mother-in-law, 
sets forth that at present she is in 
dire circumstances as a result of trans- 
actions which she describes in her af- 
ftidavits. : 

*“Deponent is now without means to 
keep up the premises at 214 East Seven- 
teenth Street, where she lives,’ says 

' Mrs. Opp, who is 70 years old. ‘‘ Her 
means of support are exhausted. But 
fer defendant’s imposition on her she 
would be now, and would be able to con- 
tinue for the rest of her life, in com- 
fortable circumstances.”’ 

The Opp-Faversham dispute came be- 
fore Justice Lydon on two motions. 
Que was to reopen Faversham’s default 
in Ms. Opp’s $11,000 suit and one to 
strike out certain parts of her complaint 
in the suit to set aside conveyances as 
to 214 East Seventeenth Street, which 
ehe says were made by her as the result 
ef fraud and misrepresentations. The 
motion to reopen was granted but the 
Court permitted the judgment to stand 
as security pending the outcome of the 
trial. 

Among the papers before Justice 
Lydon in the $11,000 suit was the an- 
ewer of Faversham demanding $100,000 
by way of counter-claim, and alleging 
that the money was due for twenty 
years’ support of the plaintiff at the 
East Seventeenth Street address at 
$5,000 a year, for which support the de- 
fendant says Mrs. Opp at various times 
promised to reinstate him. 

Of the counter-claim Mrs. Opp says it 
ts evidently the product of afterthought 
on Faversham’s part. For twenty years, 
she says, she occupied but one room in 
the house, and it had been agreed that 

! Waversham, for his and his family’s 
tenancy, was to pay her $800 a year and 
board her, in addition to allowing her 
to occupy the room in question. 

Referring to the loans which his 
mother-in-law alleges were made to her 
daughter, the late Julie Opp Faversham, 

' Mr. Faversham says that no promise on 
his part to pay appears in writing. 

** Defendant now claims that the loans 
gued for were partly for the benefit of 


plaintiff’s daughter, who was defend- 
ant’s wife,’’ Mrs, Opp says. ‘* No doubt 
he will claim that one of the mortgages 
on 214 East Seventeenth Street was for 
the benefit of his wife. 

‘* He was legally as well as morally 
bound to support his wife, and he pre- 
tended to be able to do so in a lavish 
manner. This resulted at times in both 
of them running into debt. These loans 
the defendant himself promised to pay, 

‘not merely if his wife did not. The 
oans were upon his credit, not upon 
er’s."’ 

Faversham denies that at any time or 
in any manner there was any misrep- 
resentation or withholding of informa- | 
tion from his mother-in-law, or that he | 
was ever anything but a considerate | 
son-in-law and a good provider for his 

| family. Some $2,000 a month, he avers, 
was given to Mrs. Opp for the expenses 
of the household by him.

THE HIDE OF THE FARM BLOC. 


When the Fordney Tariff bill was 
under way, many Representatives of 
the farming districts besieged the 
Ways and Means Committee, crying 
for duties on all farm products. So a 
duty was slapped on hides, which had 
been on the free list for forty years, 
except between 1897 and 1909. Some 
of the farming Representatives 
brought out the futility of the duty as 
& protection to farmers. They would 
have to pay far more for boots and 
shoes and leather goods than they 
would gain by the duty on hides; 
most of them had no or few hides to 
sell. The House finally rejected the 
duty on hides by a vote of 239 to 174. 
The Senate Finance Committee calmiy 
proceeded to put a duty on hides, cer- 
tainly not for the benefit the 
farmers. ‘ 

Of course, there were compensa- 
tory "’ duties on boots and shoes. The 
boot and shoe manufacturers pro- 
tested to the Senate as they had pro- 
tested to the House.

At the meet- 
ing between representatives of the 
Third International and the moderate 
Western European Socialists, held in 
Berlin some months ago, it was agreed 
that death sentences would not be 
passed, on certain conditions.

RAILROAD PENSIONS. 


Provisions for Healtis and Old-Age 
Benefits Based on Length of Service. 
To the Editor of Tie New York Times: 

As there have recently appeared in 
the press articles in regard to the pay- 
ment of pensions by the railroad com- 
panies to their old employes which have 
been inaccurate and misleading, a state- 
ment of the facts is given herewith. 

Pension plans were adopted by the 
railroads in order that old and deserv- 
ing employes no longer able to continue 
in the active performance of their du- 
ties might receive a reward for faith- 
ful service and financial aid in their de- 
clining ‘years. The amounts paid for 
pensions and all expenses connected with 
the operation of the pension plans are 
paid by the railroad companies. The 
basis upon which pensions are paid is 
fuunded upon the length and character 
of service rendered, and upon the 
Pennsylvania System, as generally upon 
other large railroads, the amount paid 
is determined as follows: 

For each year of service, 1 per cent. 
the ten years immediately preceding re- 
tirement. On some roads there is a 
provision for both a maximum and a 
minimum pension, and on other roads 
a minimum only, and some pension 
plans make no provision for either. 
Upon the Pennsylvania System, all offi- 
cers and employes are retired with pen- 
sion upon reaching the age of 70 years. 
Officers and employes 65 to 69 years of | 
age, inclusive, who shall have been in 
the service thirty or more years, are 
retired with pension if physically dis- 
qualified. 

Many railroads 





in addition to their 
pension plans operate Relief Depart- |} 
ments, under the regulations of which 
employes have the privilege upon pass- 
ing a satisfactory physical examination 
of contributing certain stated amounts! 
monthly, which at their request are de- 
ducted from their pay, to a fund known 
as ‘the Relief Fund. From this fund 
they receive amounts according to their 
contributions when disabled by accident 
or sickness, and their dependents re- 
ceive certain designated amounts upon 
the death of the member. The Pennsyl- 
vania System regulations provide for 
the payment of benefits on account of 
accident or sickness from 
$2.50 per day, and on account of death 
from either cause from $250 to $5,000. 
Membership in the Relief Fund ceases 
} upon members leaving the service of 
the company, excepting as to the right 
to retain title -to the minimum death 
benefit held at any time during the last 
{year of service, or for any lesser 
amount, 
| tinuation is made to the officer under 
| whom employed before termination of 
| Service, or within ten days thereafter. 
| Members who are retired from active 
| service with pensions are also permit- 
| ted to retain title to death bencfit, and 
receive from the Relief Fund, which is 
entirely distinct from the Pension De- 
| partment, an amount in addition to the 
| pension paid by the company. 
| The railroad company is the trustee 
; and guarantor of tne fund and pays to 
the fund interest on monthly balances. 
In addition, the company pays all oper- 
ating expenses of the Reiier Department, 
| leaving the entire amount contributed 
by the members available for the pay- 
ment of benefits. Tne Relief Depart- 
r under the general administr: i- 
tion of an advisory committee of whicl

Explaining the French position on the 
War secticment, M. Kecouly said: 

‘ Between the exact meaning of recon- 
|struction and rehabilitation there is, 
}as you notice, a certain difference. Re- 
jhabilitation means that we Wuropeans 
;are to some extent in the conditions of 
‘people who have gone into bankruptcy 
or are not far from going into it, Nohogs 
at least for some of us, is not after all 
| absolutely untrue. 

“Of course, with the active co-opera- 
| tion ot America all the problems which 
| Ss em extremely difficult, almost impos- 

sible to solve, become relatively easy. 

iit is the business of Americans; it is 
“up to them,’ as I should say, to de- 
| cide whether they will leave Europe in 
ithe melting pot, continue acting as pure 
observers or will deliberately and speed- 
ily come to its rescue. 

“The state of Germany, difficult as 
it may appear as far ag the financial 
situation is concerned, is far from being 
desperate. For many reasons for which 
the German Government is strictly re- 
sponsible, the German currency has col- 
lapsed, but the matter of the economic 
condition of a country cannot be meas- 
ured by its currency only. While the 
jmark has gone down the economic 
power of Germany, its productive pos- 
sibility, the capacity of its factories, the 
| discipline and seriousness of its work- 
jing people, its gift for organization re- 
main unaltered. All these capacities 
may very soon become a source of con- 
siderable wealth. If Germany cannot 
pay now what she must pay and what 
j she is bound to pay, she might pay in 
the long run. The co-operation of the 
United States might greatly heip to find 

scheme to support an international 
loan which would enable France to wait 
until the moment when Germany can re- 
sume her payments. 


Moral Force of America Needed. 


“It is not only from the material and 
economic point of view that the col- 
laboration of the United States is 
strongly needed, but also from a moral 
point of view, which is perhaps more 


important, for you know that at the 
present time ali the material and moral 
problems are intimately mixed together. 
The coilaboration of the United States 
could and should have the effect of 
making Germany understand that it is 
not only her duty to fulfill her obliga- 
tion but that it is also to her interest to 
do so.

Mr. Sumner read some of the circulars 
advertising limited editions of works 
forbidden in England, emphasizing the 
point that the work was uns 
and “‘not written in the tone of the 
current standard of moral judgment.” 

“This indicates,’’ continued the vice 
fighter, ‘‘a peculiar state of mind of a 
publisher making a living from his ac- 
tivities in thfs country. He is appar- 
ently willing to print and distribute to 
the American people books by an Eng- 
lish author which are not considered 
ecceptable or proper for circulation in 
Iingland. That is the mercenary and 
unmoral condition existing in 2 portion 
of our publishing trade which necessi- 
tates constant vigilance on the part of 
those whose business it is to enforce 
the laws against the disseminaton of 
prohibtied printed matter.’’ 

The printing of bac books was 
fined to a small group of publishers, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sumner, who asserted 
that vicious publications were coming 
out now under the names which had 
heen for years among the most dignified 
in the publishing business. 

“Good homes are sometimes invaded 
by these books. ‘There is nothing on 
the cover to tell what they contain. 
There is no poison label on them. Un- 
fortunately the imprint of some of the 
b st known publishers is absolutely no 
saferzuard,"'

New Provisions. Make for Team Work. 


These provisions allow team work. 
They throw upon the council of judges, 
which is to\meet annually, the respon- 
sibility of making the judicial force in 
the courts of first instance as effective 
as May be. They make possible the 


executive application of an available 
force to do a work which is destributed 
unevenly throughout the entire country. 
It ends the absurd condition, which has 
heretofore prevailed, under which each 
district judge has had to paddle his 
own canoe and has done as much busi- 
ness as he thought proper. ‘Thus, one 
judge has broken himself down in at- 
tempting to get through an impossible 
docket, and another has let the arrears 
grow, in a calm philosophical contem- 
plation of them as an inevitable neces- 
sity that need not cause him to lie 
awake nights. 

It may take some time to get this new 
machinery into working operation, but 
I feel confident that the change will 
vindicate itself. The application of the 
Same executive principle to the disposi- 
tion of legal business in the municipal 
courts of certain cities, and in the 
courts of some States, has worked well. 
Although the whole United States is a 
more difficult field in which to apply it, 
there would seem to be no reason why 
its more ambitious application should 
not prove useful. 

Second. I come to the appellate busi- 
ness _ in the Federal system. In the 
old days, when business was light in 
all the Federal courts, the appeals and 
writs of error that were taken to the 
Supreme Court were not sufficiently 
numerous to occupy the full time of the 
Supreme Court, and the Justices were 
able to do a large amount of circuit 
work. Indeed, under the statute, until 
recent venrrs, a circuit justice was re- 
quired to visit each district in the cfr- 
cuit to which he was assigned once in 
two years. As the appellate business 
grew, however, this rule became more 
honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance, and it has now been properly 
repeated. Its existence, however, 
showed that there was a time when its 
obligation was not unreasonable. 

In 1891 a new intermediate court was 
ereated—the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
one to each circuit—and the circuit 
judges were ultimately increased so as 
to give three circuit judges for each 
Court of Appeals. Appeals were al- 
lowed from the courts of first instance 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals, and, 
speaking generally, the judgments of 
the new court in cases depending 
diverse citizenship, patent cases, ad- 
miralty cases and criminal cases were 
made final, unless they involved a Fed- 
eral Constitutional question. This very 
radical change was made necessary by 
the arrears in the Supreme Court, which 
put the Court three years behind in 
the disposition of its’ cases,

keep up with its business until within 
recent years.

If in two 
Federal courts whose reason for being 
is to protect the rights of individuals 
against local prejudice !n State courts, 
or against infraction of their Federal 
Constitutional rights, a complainant is 
defeated, surely it is not conferring un- 
due power upon the Supreme Court, 
whose members are engaged daily and 
for years in the consideration of suc 
questions and their final adjudication, 
to provide a ratbang xed investigation 
into their seriousnéss and importance, 
before burdening that court and its 
docket with a lengthy and formal hear- 
ing. The public and other litigants have 
rights in respect of frivolous and unnec- 
essary consumption of the time of the 
Supreme Court which the use of the 
writ of certiorari seems to be the only 
practical method of preserving. 

Appeals delay justice and impose an 
unfair burden on the poor litigant. As 
already said, one is enough for justice 
to the individual. More can only be de- 
fended on the ground of the public inter- 
est. Various methods have been adopted 
to limit appeals to courts of last resort. 
The costs have been made heavy. But 
that puts the privilege within the reach 
lof the longer purse. Again, classifica- 
tion by subject matter has been at- 
tempted, but this has not prevented clog- 
ging the docket with cases presenting no 
question of general interest or diffi- 
leulty. In California, in Ohio and other 
States the Legislature has extended to 
the State Supreme Court a discretion, 
after preliminary and summary exami- 
nation, to grant or deny appeals. 


Unjust Criticism of the Court. 


The failure of the Supreme Court to |

This is unjust. Certain general rules 
have been laid down.

I may speak of a secondary reason why 
this bill should pass.

Of course amendments could be made 
which would easily cut down the work 
of the Supreme Court, if Congress 
wishes to adopt a different function for 
the Federal Courts than they now have. 
| If it chooses to abolish the inferior Fed- 
}eral Courts or take away their jurisdic- 
tion in diverse citizenship cases and in 
jcases involving a Federal question, as 
jhas been suggested by some, it would 
|relieve business congestion in them and 
in the Supreme Court. The theory is 
jadvanced that a citizen of one State 
{now encounters no prejudice in the trial 
fof cases in the State Courts of another 
State, and that the Constitutional 
ground for the diverse citizenship of 
Federal Courts has ceased to. operate. 
If the time has come to eut down the 
|}subject matter of Federal judicial juris- 
diction, it simplifies much the question 
of the burden of work in the Federal 
courts, but that has not been the ten- 
|} dency of late years. 

I venture to think that there may be 
strong dissent from the view that 
danger of local prejudice in State courts 
against non-residents is at an end. Liti- 
gants from the Eastern part 
country who are expected to invest 
their capital in the West or South will 
| hardly concede the proposition that their 
interests as creditors will be as sure

of impartial judicial consideration in a | 


| Western or Southern State court as in 
a Federal court. The material ques- 
tlon is not so much whether the jus- 
tice administered is actually impartial 
and fair as it is whether it is thought 
to be so by those who are considering 
the wisdom of investing their capital in 
States where that capital is needed for 
the promotion of enterprises and indus- 
trial and commercial progress. 

No single element in our governmental 
system.has done so much to. secure 
capital for the legitimate development 
of enterprises throughout the West and 
South as the existence of Federal courts 
there, with a jurisdiction to hear diverse 
citizenship cases. But, of course, the 
taking away of fundamental jurisdiction 
fron: the Federal Courts is within the 
power of Congress, and it is not for 
me to discuss such a legislative policy. 
My suggestions are intended to meet 
the situation as it is and to secure 
some method by which the litigation 
under existing law may be promptly 
and justly dispatched. 





Equity Versus Law Courts, 


An important improvement in the civil 
practice in the Federal Courts is one 
, that in my judgment ought to have been 
made long ago. It is the abolition of 
two separate courts, one of equity and 
one of law, in the consideration of civil 
jcases. It has been preserved in the 
‘Federal court doubtless out of respect 
for a distinction which is incorporated 
in the description of the judicial power 
granted to the Federal Government in 
ithe Constitution of the United States. 
| But many State courts have years ago 
jabolished the distinction and properly 
|jhave brought all litigation in their 
icourts into one form of civil action. No 
| yteht of a litigant to a trial by jury on 
| any issue upon which he was entitled 
to the right of trial by jury at common 
law need be abolished by the change. 
This is shown by the every-day practice 
in any State court that has a code of 
civil procedure. The same thing is true 
with reference to the many forms of 
equitable relief which were introduced 
by the Chancellor to avoid the inelas- 
ticity, the rigidity, inadequacy and in- 
justice of common law rules and reme- 
dies.

Moreover, the 
American Bar Association has for some 
years been pressing upon Congress the 
delegation of power to ‘the Supreme 
Court to regulate by rule the procedure 
in suits at law. There would seem to be 
no reason why, where the more difficult 
work of uniting legal and equitable rem- 
edies in one procedure is to be done, 
the Supreme Court, or at least a com- 
mittee of Federal Judges, should not be 
authorized and directed to do it. or 
course the present statutes governing a 
separate administration of law and 
equity must be amended or revised by 
Congress, and certain general requtre- 
ments be declared, but the main task of 
reconciling the two forms of procedure 
can be best effected by rules of court. 


Example of English Courts Cited. 


The same problem arose in the courts 
of England and has been most success- 
fully solved. By the Judicature Act of 
1873, Parliament vested in one tribunal, 
the Supreme Court of Judicature, the 
administration of law and equity i» 
every cause coming before it. By sub- 
sequent acts, the divisions of that court 
were reduced to three, the King’s 
Bench, Equity and Probate, Divorce and 
Admiralty, as»they now are. They are 


‘for convenience the suits are brought in 


{those divisions respectively correspond- 
|ing to the remedies sought. If it hap- 
|pens that what would have been equita- 
| ble relief is sought in the King’s Bench, 
jit may be granted there, but it is more | 
|likely to be assigned to the Equity Di- 
| vision, and vice versa. .Judges familiar 
‘with the equity practice are appointed | 
;to the Equity Division, and those fa- | 
| miliar with the law side of the practice 
are sent to the King’s Bench. Then 
|there has grown up a separate branch 
of the High Court in which only com- 
|mercial cases are heard, and to that 
jcourt judges familiar with the law of | 
|merchant and commercial contracts and | 
customs are assigned. 

There is the same division of the prac- 
tice among the barristers under the in- 
fluence of the older separation of law | 
and equity administration, but the} 
courts of the High Court, now all one! 
court, with full power to give any kind } 
of relief the nature of the case requires. | 
Parliament gave to a commission of the |} 
judges and representatives of the bar- | 
risters and solicitors power to recom- | 
} mend rules of practice for this new sys- | 
tem and to the courts to adopt them. 
The present procedure is the result of | 
{rules adopted in 1888, amended from | 
time to time by the same authority as 
the experience with the existing rules | 
|} showed the necessity. The rules andj, 
amendments are reported to Parliament | 
for its rejection or amendent, but until | 
that is fcrthcoming they control the 
| procedure. 
It was my good fortune during three! 
i weeks of this Summer to be able to at- 
tend the hearings of all the various) 
| branches of the courts of England in 
}London. I had looked into the descrip- 
tion of the procedure which at present 
obtains in those courts as described in 
a very useful book prepared pv Samuel 
; Rosenbaum of the Philadelphia bar, en- 
titled, ‘‘ The Rule-Making Authority in 
| English Supreme Court,’”’ and I was 
permitted to be present and note the 
practical operation of the rules. The 
history of their adoption is set out in 
great detail by Mr. Rosenbaum, and I 
shall not detain you with an attempt at 
even a résumé of the growth of the sys- 
tem and the remarkable character of 
the reform which was effected through 
the rules in the administration of Eng- 
lish justice. 1 am not competent to do} 
so with accuracy of detail. I can only 
essay 2 most general description. If} 
one will read the contrast between the} 
dreadful inadequacy of English courts 
and the administration of English jus- | 
tice in 1837, whén Victoria ascended the | 
throne, and their efficiency and ad-) 
mirable work in 1887, when she cele- 
brated her golden jubilee. as described 
{by Lord Bowen, one of the great Eng- | 
llish Judges in his jubilee essay on the} 
administration of the law, he may well 
{take courage as to what may be done 
| with our system in the way of better- 
jing it.

The speed with which this system dis- 
poses of the business was testified by 
the New York State Laws Delays Com- 
mission twenty years ago. It was re- 
ported to the Governor in 1903 that 
twenty-three Judges of the High Court 
of Judicature in England actually tried 
twice the number of cases in a year that 
forty-one Judges in New York City tried 
in the same time, and that the differ- 
ence was due to the operation of sum- 
mons for directions and the summons 
for summary judgment. Thé report was 
approved by the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York, Judge Dillon 
then being Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of that body. It was sought 
to introduce this reform: for New York 
City by act of the Legisiature providing 
for fifteen Masters, but it is said to 
have been beaten by the influence of 
those who did not wish to abolish the 
referee patronage in the New York 
courts. 

The English system is adapted to the 
conditions prevailing in that country 
and has been built up on the traditions 
of the bench and bar, which do not 
have the same force here. Moreover, it 
is much more applicable to the disposi- 
tion of the litigation of a great city like 
New York, Chicago or Philadelphia, as 
the New York commission found it to 
be, than to our Federal courts of first 
instance. In the first place, the terri- 
torial jurisdiction in England is a com- 
pact one, embracing only England and 
Wales, and in which there are 500} 
county courts, disposing, under the 
simplest procedure, of much of the busi- 
hess involving less than £300. The High 
Court of Judicature to which these rules 
of. procedure apply are centered in Lon- 
don, the Judges live there,.and, while 
the assizes are held at various towns in 
England and in Wales, access to Lon- 
don is easy, and the. natural result is

Commission to Draft Amendments. 


| What I would suggest is that Congress Minneapolis.

the American Bar Association, to pre-

In cases in which the orig- | 
inal writ is endorsed with notice that } 
the claim is for a fixed sum as upon a 
contract, a sale of goods, a note or oth- 
erwise, and the plaintiff files an affi- 
davit that there is no defense, the Mas- 
ter may require the defendant to file 
an affidavit showing that he has a good 
defense and specifying it, before he may 
file an answer. If he files no such 
affidavit summary judgment = goes 
against him. 

In other cases, the Master or Judge 
makes an order, fixing time for plead- 
ings and kind of trial, but no step is 
thereafter taken without application to 
the Master or Judge, so that the latter 
supervises all discovery sought, rules as 
tc what is proper and leads the parties |, 
to a trial in which ‘‘ the cards are laid 
face up upon the table,”’ and the real 
ssue of fact and law is promptly made 
ready for the trial. Demurrers are abol- 
ished. An objection in point of law may 
be made either at or after the trial of 
the facts. Discovery may be had by 
mere letter of inquiry from the solicitor 
of one party to the other, and any re- 
fusal is at once submitted to the Master 
or Judge. Should either party object to 
the orders of a Master, the question can 
be at onee referred to the Judge who is 
to try the case and passed on. 

The pleadings are very simple. They 
are a statement of claim and an 
answer. Great freedom is allowed as to 
joinder of actions and parties and in 
respect of set-offs,and counter-claims. 
The pleadings are prepared on printed 
forms prepared for use according to the 
rules, with details written into the para- 
graphs. The nature of the claim is 
stated in a very brief way. <A blank 
paragraph is left in the form for par- 
ticulars as to the main facts and for 
references to documents. relied on, 
copies of which are appended to the 
pleading. The main facts and the docu- 
ments upon which each side relies to 
establish its case or defense are thus 
brought out by discovery and all in a 
very short time. Admissions of im- 
ortant facts are elicited by each side 
rom the other to save formal proof and

Doomed Men As They Meet. 


LONDON, Aug. 10 (Associated Press). | 

Joseph O'Sullivan and Keginald Dunn } 
were hanged this morning in Wands- | 
worth Prison for the assassination of 
Field Marshal Sir,Hentry Wilson on 
June 22.: 

Both men submitted quietly to being 
pinioned. They were escorted simul- 
taneously from their cells to the scaffold, 
where as they met they smiled encour- 
agingly at each other. Both met death 
unflinchingly.

O'Sullivan and Bunn were captured by 
the police after shooting down Field 
Marshal Wilson as he was alighting 
from an automobile at the door of his 
home .in Eaton Plate, London. The 
Field Marshal was in full uniform, hav- 
ing just returned from a war memorial 
unveiling at which,he delivered an ad- 
dress. 

When arrested the assassins gave fic- 
titious names,«but their identities were 
established by Scotland Yard, which 
showed them to be former soldiers and 
Dunn a member of the Irish republican 
army. The crime was ascribed to feei- 
ing against the Field Marshal following 
the announcemeént that he had become 
military adviser to the Ulster Govern- 
ment. , 

Their trial was speedy, the sentence of 
death being pronounced twenty-six days 
after the assassination ahd the jury 
requiring but three minutes to reach its 
verdict. This constituted a record in 
the dispatch of a criminal case in Eng- 
land. Subsequently the Court of Crim- 
inal Appeal and the House of Lords re- 
fused to consider appeals, and only yes- 
terday a reprieve was denied by Home 
Secretary Shortt.

The only definite movement in any of 
yesterday’s financial markets was in 
foreign exchange, where francs recov- 
ered from their reaction of the day 
before, but the German mark went below 
its previous low-record figure.

atmosphere of despondency was evident 


at the opening of business; the overnight 1 


news was certainly not reassuring. Dur- 
ing the day, however, this feeling changed 
perceptibly. Whatever their basis of 
information, private dispatches from 
Washington began to predict with con- 
siderable confidence the settlement of 
both labor difficulties within the next 
few days. It was on the basis of these 
more or fess vague reports that the stock 
market, which had been inclined to 
weakness during, the early trading, re- 
covered with some emphasis. The ad- 
vance, however, halted before the close ; 
as a whole, the day’s changes were ir- 
regular and unimportant. 

The attitude of the financial com- 
munity at the close of business may 
nevertheless be described as one of con- 
servative hopefulness regarding the 
strike situation, in which some develop- 
ments of real importance are bound to 
occur today. The evident purpose of 
the coal-mining unions to terminate their 
strike and the belief that both parties 
to the railway labor controversy have 
reached a position where conciliatory ac- 
tion is recognized by each as necessary, 
were assigned as the ground for expect- 
ing the solution of the problem. This 
was on the whole the attitgde of the 
markets also; which, however, were 
clearly in the mood to suspend judgment 
and await developments. 

The very strong weekly statement of 
the Federal Reserve~in which the ratio 
of cash reserve to deposits and noie 
circulation rose to 80% per cent. as 
compared with 7953 a week ago and 
76% at the opening of July—was not, 
like’ the increase of the preceding week, 
a result of large receipts of gold. Total 
reserves were in fact slightly reduced, 
but a cut of $17,600,000 in rediscounts 
and reduction of $54,300,000 in reserves 
held for member banks determined the 
higher reserve percentage. The remark- 
able aspect of this reserve position lies 
in its contrast with that of one and 
two years ago. At this date in 1920, 
when speculation was running wild in 
trade and industry, the excess of re- 
serve over the required percentage for 
deposits and ciroulation was $193,000,- 
000. At this date in 1921, when busi- 
ness was almost at * low point cf re- 
action, the excess Was $1,131,786,000. 
This week, notwithstanding the 
substantial revival of finance and trade, 
the surplus over requirements works 
out $1,700,718,000. 

Increasing reserves, aS a consequence 
of the huge gold import movement, have 
naturally had an important hand in this 
striking change; the system today holds 
$626,000,000 more gold than a year ago 
and $1,094,000,000 more than in 1920. 
But completion of the prolonged “ de- 
flation”” process has brought note circu- 
lation from $2,169,000,000 in 1920 and 

2,520,000,000 in 1921 to $2,147,000,000 
today, and the system’s outstanding re- 
discounts are only 25 per cent. of what 
they were a year ago and only’ 15 per 
cent. of 1920. Such a comparison tells 
the story of our financial readjustment ; 
it also explains the existing easy money 
and indicates the probability of its con- 
tinuance.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Awaiting Today’s Developments. 


During all the uncertain fluctuations 
of yesterday’s market, mostly '! within 
narrow limits, Wall Street's position 
was that of suspension of judgment 
pending the meeting of the railway 
executives which will assemble in the 
Grand Central Terminal this morning 
to consider President Harding’s second 
proposal for a settlement of the rail- 
way shopmen's strike. In some rail- 
way quarters yesterday it was. pointed 
out that if the carriers agreed to the 
President’s plan, and the workers re- 
fused it, public opinion would swerve 
very decidedly in favor of the railways, 
inasmugh as they have been keeping 
rolling stock moving in spite.of the 
handicap of a shortage of shopmen. 
Naturally, some siginificance was at- 
tached to the walkout of the trainmen 
on the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railway, 
but practically all the officials agreed 
that this was merely a test case. The 


striking trainmen are represented as 
anxious to ascertain the possibility of 
getting back their seniority rights, and 
the present time is described as the 
most propitious’ for such a test. The 
significant fact was that sentiment in 
Tallway quarters yesterday was practi- 
cally unanimous to the effect that there 
would be no split in the executives 
ranks today; that they would stand 
solid one way or the other. At the 


\q| close of the day, Wall Street’s impres- 


sion seemed to be that .the executives 
would agree to submit the seniority 
question to the Labor Board.

Railway Labor Board and. “ Seniority.” 


The impression is very general that 
the Railroad Labor Board has declared 
by formal resolution that the strikers 
forfeited their privileges of seniority and 
could not regain them by returning to 
work at the present time. As a matter 
attitu had been taken. As a matter 
of fact, it was pointed out in Wall 
Street yesterday, the board has passed 
nu guch resolution. The one formal 
resolution dealing with the position, 
either of the employes who remained 
in the service or of the new ones who 
came in after the strike, was adopted on 
July-8. All that it said on that question 
was to declare that ‘‘ the employes re- 


maining in the service and the new ones 
éntcring same be accorded the applica- 
tion and benefit of the outstanding wage 
and rule4ecisions of the Railroad Labor 
Board until they are amended or modi- 
fied by agreement with said employes, 
arrived at in conformity with ‘the 
Transportation act or by decision of this 
board.’’ This language obviously does 
not commit the board on the seniority 
uestion. The reason for the impression 
that the board is so committed is that 
its chairman, Mr. Hooper, in an indi- 
vidual statement made at the time the 
strike was called, said that ‘it must 
be understood now that men who re- 
mained in the service and those who are 
now entering it will have rights of se- 
nicrity that the board could not ignore.”’ 
Mr. Hooper stated at the time that this, 
although an individual utterance, ‘'-ex- 
presses in substance the sentiments of 
a large majority of the members of the 
Railroad Laber Board.’” That, however, 
is obviously a different thing from a 
forma! resolution.

Process, Citing Permission for 


Use Under License. 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey issued a statement yesterday ex- 
plaining its position in the suit brought 
against the Pure Oil Company'in the 
United States District Court in Ohio, 
alleging infringement of the Ellis 
patents by the operation of a cracking 
process which the Pure Oil Company 
has just begun to use at its Heath, Ohio, 
plant. The company endeavors to make 
it plain that it has no intention of 
monopolizing the use of cracking 
processes as it permits the use of them 
under license.

The 
‘suit was deemed to bg necessitated by 
the fact that certain ‘interests in the 
oil industry have been persuaded to re- 
fuse to respect the rights vested in, this 
company by the grant of the broad ‘Ellis 
patents. Under the circumstances, this 
company felt compelled to seek legal 
redre 

Ww ith regard to that considerable 
proportion of the industry which has | 
evidenced that it intends to respect our 
patent rights there is no disposition on 
the part of the company to maintain a 
monopoly of the use of the type of pro- 
cess in question or to impose burden- 
some or discriminatory terms of license. 
The company is, and has been, willing 
to grant licenses under its cracking | 
patents on fair and reasonable terms.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — Investiga- 
ition of charges that ‘‘ undue methods 
of practices are being employed by the 
trade in restraining the natural opera- 
tions of the law of supply and demand,”’ 
and depressing cotton prices, was pro- 
posed in a resolution introduced today 
by Senator Smith, Democrat, of South 
Carolina. The resolution was referred 


to the Agriculture Committee. 

| Senator Smith’s resolution recited that 
|the cotton carried over was less than 
normal and that reports on the growing 
icrop indicated a yield below the world 
demand, It also stated that the bolt 
weevil damage was ‘‘ more extensive 
and severe than ever before in history 
* * making the yield entirely prob- 
lematical.’’ 

‘The price of cotton in the markets 
has failed utterly to respond to these 
conditions,’’ said Senator Smith’s reso- 
lution, 

He made public a letter from J. 8S. 
Wannamaker, President of the Ameri- 
ean Cotton Association, reporting that 
New York ‘and English cotton specula- 
| tors were working together to beat down 
the market.

‘To secure trade from the farmer re- 
quires about the same process as pro- 
curing trade from any one else,’’ Pro- 
fessor Klingaman said. ‘‘ No one would 
think of opening a store on Fifth Ave- 
nue in New York and stocking it with 
ordinary things to sell, and expect to 
have the trade of the ultrafashionable 
‘and exclusive set. Nor would a live 
merchant expect today to fill his store 
with job-lot material, gathered from 
everywhere without respect to style, fit, 
quality or design, and expect the farmer 
of today to buy é 

“* Certainly not the mid-Western farm- 
er. The farmer of today reads the 
daily papers, including the advertise- 
ments, some standard magazines, in- 
cluding the advertisements which in 
several instances furnish the reading 
matter, .travels across the continent 
either by train or automobile and knows 
what is going on. He has buying power 
and knows it. He wants his family to 
be well fed and well clothed.” 


Advice in Advertising. 


Professor Klingaman stressed the im- 


portance of the merchant seeking the 
trade of the ¢armer, of knowing his 
field and of being truthful and avoid- 
ing exaggeration in his advertising. 
The mercharfdise man must know 
What the people read with reference to 
at least two _ lines,’ he continued. 
‘First, the local papers which are 
printed in his town and, second, out- 
side literature, which inciudes news- 
papers published elsewhere and maga- 
zines. The first is important because 
the merchant's own advertising is car- 
ried in his local paper and therefore 
he must know not only their total circu- 
lation but how well that circulation is 
distributed, and then he must know 
whether the readers read those adver- 
tisements. 

‘ National advertising is a very power- 
ful force in selling goods, but it must 
be connected up in some way with the 
advertising which the merchant does 
himself and, secondly, with something in 
store other than the mere goods in 
he store, in order to ma ike national

The public atiction of 196 parcels of
